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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 1 -7 and 1 0-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 13 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 

references taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose an apparatus 
comprising: a first operator for receiving a first data type over a first channel and 
forming a representation of this first data type, a second operator for receiving a 
MAC data type over a MAC data channel and stripping the informational content 
out of the MAC data-type portion to form a representation of the MAC data 
portion, and a channel phase estimator for receiving representations of the first 
data type and the MAC data type and estimating the channel phase responsive to 
values of the representations of both data types. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Ling (US 6377607) discloses an apparatus for 
receiving a pilot signal on a pilot channel and using a channel estimate circuit to 
calculate a phase channel estimate. However, Ling fails to disclose or render obvious 
the above underlined limitations as claimed.
